Although the saw- 
fly has appeared, the danger is 
not extensive. Hail dalmage has 
been v, ry slight during the past 
fwo weeks. 

Rye c.uttng has commenced all 
over the province. The yield is 
fair, but many report that the 
straw is short. 

Wheat cutting will commence 
in som e districts this week, and is 
expected to be pretty general all 
over tihe province by the end of 
next week.

The wheat prospects indicate 
a yield slightly bettelr than the 
average, taking the province as a 
wjhiole, according to telegraphic 
reports received by the Statistics 
Branch of the Department of Ag¬ 
riculture . 

The wheat in the dentral and 
northern districts Wlith thi e ex¬ 
ception of the extreme north¬ 
western part is more uniformly 
good than in the southern dist¬ 
ricts, where the wheat on the 
heavy land is a very promising 
crop, but io,n the light land, and in 
some districts in the south west, 
the crops have su'fferred from the 
heat and drought, and tlhe yields 
will be light. 

Coarse grains are only fair, and 
rain is needed all over the prov¬ 
ince, except in a very few dist¬ 
ricts, to bring them all along; in 
fact there are few districts where 
Aain would not benefit all crops. 

The w eather during the past 
two weeks has been dry and hot 
wit)h some cool nights. Frost 
has been reported in a few places 
in the eastern half of the prov¬ 
ince, but so far as is known field 
crops have escaped injury. The 
danger of the heat ripening the 
grain too quickly without proper¬ 
ly filling is causing some anxiety 
in a few districts. 

Crops have suffered very little 
damage from any 1 source, except

MOSQUITOES 


Certain protective mixtures ap¬ 
plied to the skin are of great 
value ii warding off mosquitoes, 
black-flies and similar pests, es¬ 
pecially When the insects are very 
numerous. A number iof formulas 
for sucii mixtures are given in a 
pamphlet on the methods of pro¬ 
tection against mosquitoes and 
black-flies, just issued by the En¬ 
tomological Branch of the Dom¬ 
inion Department of Agriculture. 
A mixture recommended by the 
author is composed of 3 ounces of 
oil of eitronella, 1 of spirits of 
camphor, 1 of oil of tar, Ut an 
ounce of oil of pennyroyal and 
com 1 to 6 ounces of castor oil. 

Another mixture consists of 
2 ounce sof oil of eitronella, 
of an ounce of ennyroyal and 2 
■ounces of castor oil. Tlh e castor 
oil is included to revent injury to 
the skin. Tallojw may be used in¬ 
stead if it i s desired to have the 
mixt ire in the form of a paste. 

When the insects”*ard^bundant 
it is necessary to apply the mix¬ 
ture at least once every half hour 
using liberal quantities and rubb¬ 
ing it thoroughly over the hands 
and face. Care should be taken 
fo have a sufficient ruigntity of a 
mixtur r - when on An extended 
trip in the woods. At least an 
ounce per person per day is nec¬ 
essary if the flies are at all abun¬ 
dant. The mixture should be car 
ried in a small aluminum flask or 
screw top tin, but not in a glass 
bottle as it is apt to break.

Moving bees consists not only 
in transporting them to the new 
location, Wut in making them stay 
there. 

A s bes range two toi three miles 
from) the hive in search of nectar, 
they will, if the new location is 
within this area, likely return to 
the old'home; if, however, it is 
ontside they Will remain where 
placed. 

The best time to move bees is 
in the spring or fall when the 
weather is pooler and the homing 
instinct weaker than in the sum¬ 
mer. 

To move in summer time to a 
point inside the range of flight, 
first move the bees to a point out¬ 
side of it, or dolwtn cellar for a 
week, then to the ultimate loca¬ 
tion.
